DOG OFFICER 
RESIGNS. 


The Town of Wilmington is with 
out a dog officer - one week after. 
the Leash Law went into effect, 

Leo LeBlanc of 8 Wedgewood 
Avenue has submitted his resig- 
nation as Dog Officer, to the Town 
Clerk. 

Mr LeBlanc, who was Dog Of- 
ficer of Wilmington for 23 years 
was a consistent opponent of the 
Dog Leash Law. He told friends 
that there wasn’t enough money in 
the job for that kind of work, 

Some Statiticians have figured 
out that, on a basis of a 24 hour 
day, Mr LeBlanc would be receiv- 
ing 9 cents an hour, It was re- 
ported that he expected to be get- 
ting calls, at all hours of the day, 
as a result of the Leash Law. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
is unavailble for comment because 
of illness, so it is not known what 
steps will be taken to replace Mr. 
LeBlanc,

Only One ‘Unofficial’ 
39 Articles for 
Town Meeting 


Only one article, of the 39 arti- 
cles in the Warrant for the annual 
town meeting of March 9th has been 
submitted by persons not in an 
official capacity in the Town of 
Wilm ington, 

Cosmo Caterino, of the Wilming- 
ton Development Co., Inc. has sub- 
mitted an article asking to rezone 
land along the Boston & Maine RR 
and adjancent properties, between 
Middlesex Avenue and Concord St. 

The article is not new to the 
voters of Wilmington. Similar arti- 
cles have appeared on warrants 
for previous town meetings. 

But the article is larger in scope 
than hertofore, It now includes 
land belonging to the Reitchel fam- 
ily of Mystic Avenue. Mr. Cater- 
ino seeks to rezone all the land 

edescribed in the article to Indus- 
trial Zone. 

His is the last article in the 
warrant, as it is presently being 
printed. 

Many of the articles are the 
customary ones, that appear each 
year. _ 

Articles that are other than cus- 
tomary include: One to rasie money 
to pay for having a complete job 
description, pay plan, and job eval- 
uation play for the employees of 
the town, 

Another article asks for money 
to establish a Mutual Aid Base 
Radio system (probably Fire De- 


partment, although it does not so 
state) with other towns, 

There is an article asking for 
money to construct the proposed 
Shawsheen Avenue School. 

Another article, submitted by the 
Planning Board, asks to amendthe 
vote of a year ago in the sale of 
tax land to abutting owners, so as 
to restrict the sale to abutting 
owners on the same side of the 
street. The Planning Board has 
also asked to raise a sum of money 
for the purpose of purchasing land 
east of Hathaway Acres, for re- 
creational use, 

The Board of Water Commis- 
sioners are asking for a Water 
Main, to be laid on Sudbury Ave. 

The Building Inspector has five 
articles,’ all asking to amend the 
Bullding By-Laws. One of these 
asks that the Advisory Board of 
Review, established several years 
ago, be eliminated. The boardhas

results of the Land Use Study were 
known. It amused them, especially 
Gillis. 

Gillis reminded them that the 
proposed extension was a part of 
the plan submitted on December 
7, 1963, and that they could not 
make this kind of:decision retro- 
actively. 

Dirt was removed, he said, after 
the Dec. 7th date. He wanted to 
know if the same thing would hap- 
pen again and: How can we prevent 
it? ‘It was taken out of our hands!’ 

The decision which the board 
must make, Gillis said, under the 
Sub-Division Control Law, must 
be within sixty days, and not after 
a study that will not be completed 
after 18 months. The developer 
had asked for an extension, and 
it now seemed that the decision 
must be made before March 14th, 

‘The Planning Board, he said, 
‘Must say Yes, or No, and it must 
give detailed reasons’. 

He wondered if he could get the 
Selectmen to say that they would 
not issue permits for the removal 
of soil.

Selectmen’s Meeting 


‘The way to describe the Select- 
men’s meeting of Monday night is 
to say that Chairman Jim Miceli 
was ‘out to beat the record of the 
Robert E Lee!’ - and he did. 

The entire meeting took exactly 
28 minutes to conduct. 

Selectman Niles was absent be- 
cause of illness, as was the Town 
Manager, 

Miceli wanted to move over the 
first item in the agenda, a gas 
station at 160 Lowell Street be- 
cause Niles was absent, but Sel- 
ectman Black thought that Bob 
Connors, the proposer of the sta- 
tion (who was present) was entitled 
to a vote, 

After a moment of delay Select- 
man Boylen moved that the station 
Mcense be not granted, Miceli took 
a rapid count, and announced that 
there were four negative votes, 
with one (Black) abstaining. 

Miceli told the board that Bob 
Gamelin of Reading Avenue was 
being asked $2000 for two lots of 
tax title land ‘with restrictions’, 
Black said it was not fair to put 
restrictions on any lots, and fur- 
ther observed that it costs $500 
to $1000 to ‘Land Court’ the land, 

Boylen observed that the by-law 
as voted by the town did not allow 
for competitive bidding - and that 
there was no restrictions where 
the lots were sold in open bidding. 

The board voted to go ahead 
with the sale of the land to Game- 
lin. 

Alderwood Estates 

Alderwood Estates was on the 
agenda - a note from the Planning 
Board, 

Miceli; wanted to be recorded 
as opposed to any extension ‘due 
to the fact that existing drainage 
problems have not been takencare 
of.’ 

Boylen moved that the Planning 
Board be asked to withhold judge- 
ment until after the Land Study 
(ust now starting) had been com- 
pleted, and Mrs Drew said she was 
opposed to an extension of Ken- 
wood Avenue, 

Miceli reported that he had had 
a call, relative to the Hatch Act 
Jhearing for the place and it seemed 
that application had been made to 
the wrong board. : 

Mr Casey of the Telphone Com- 
pany was present for a hearing for 
relocation of poles on Concord St, 
New heavy mains are bein in- 
Stalled, for the coming office and 
Plant of Volkswagen. There had 
been one complaint that a pole had 
already been installed, prior to 
the hearing. 

Casey allowed that someone had 
been too much in ahurry. TheSel- 
ectmen agreed, the permissionwas 
granted, and everyone was happy. 


New Business 

Mrs Drew noted that the Town 
Engineer’s recommendations re- 
lative to the removal of earth pro- 
ducts be made in accordance with
